BILL 


further to amend the Cochin University Act, 1971 . 

Preamble. — WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Cochin University Act , 1971 , for the purpose 

hereinafter 
appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirtieth Year of the Republic of India 
as foilows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be 
called the Cochin University ( Amendment) Act, 1979 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once. 

2 . Amendment of section 19. - In section 19 of the Cochin 
University Act, 1971 ( 30 of 1971 ) (hereinafter referred to as 
the principal Act), the existing item under the heading "OTHER 
MEMBERS" shall be numbered as item ( 1 ) , and after item ( 1 ) 
as so numbered , the following item shall be inserted , namely : 

“ ( 2 ) One member elected by the Senate from among the 
members referred to in item ( 14 ) under the heading " Elected 
Members" in section 15." . 

3. Amendment of section 20. - In section 20 of the prin 
cipal Act, in the second proviso for the words " provided further " , 
the words " provided also " shall be substituted and before that 
proviso , the following proviso shall be inserted , namely : 

" Provided further that the member referred to in item ( 2 ) 
under the heading " Other Members " in section 19 shall hold office 
for a period of one year from the date of his election or till he 
ccases to be a member of the Senate , whichever is earlier." . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Kerala University Act, 1974 and the Calicut University 
Act, 1975 , provide for representation of students in the Syndicates 
of the Kerala University and Calicut University. But there is no

similar provision in the Cochin University Act, 1971. The Cochin 
University Union has requested Government to make provision 
for representation for students in the Syndicate of the Cochin 
University also . The Cochin University has recommended the 
request and suggested that necessary amendment might be made 
in the Cochin University Act for this purpose . 

2. The Government consider that the request is reasonable 
and accordingly it is proposed to amend the Cochin University 
Act, 1971 , to provide for the representation for students in the 
Syndicate of the Cochin University . The Bill is intended to achieve 
this object.

BILL 


to amend the Kerala Small Cause Couris Act , 1957 . 

Preamble :—WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Kerala 
Small Cause Courts Act, 1957 , for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirtieth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 


1. Short title.— ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Kerala Small 
Cause Courts (Amendment) Act, 1979. 


2. Insertion of new section 32A . - In the Kerala Small Cause 
Courts Act, 1957 ( 8 of 1957 ) , after section 32 , the following sec 
tion shall be inserted , namely : 

" 32A . Rules to be laid before the Legislative Assembly .- Every 
rule made under this Act shall be laid , as soon as may be after it 
is made , before the Legislative Assembly while it is in session for 
a total period of fourteen days which may be comprised in one 
session or in two successive sessions , and if , before the expiry of 
the session in which it is so laid or the session immediately follow 
ing, the Legislative Assembly makes any modification in the rule 
or decides that the rule should not be made, the rule shall there 
after have effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, as 
the case may be; so however that any such modification or annul 
ment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything 
previously done under that rule . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Committee on Subordinate Legislation of the Kerala 
Legislative Assembly had recommended in its sixth and eighth 
reports that Government should take suitable steps to incorporate 
in all the Acts provision for the laying of rules and notifications 
issued thereunder before the Legislative Assembly in cases where 
such provision does not already exist. 
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The Kerala Small Cause Courts Act, 1957, does not contain 
a provision for the laying of rules and notifications issued there 
under before the Legislative Assembly . The Act provides for the 
making of rules by the Government and the High Court. The Act 
also empowers the Government to issue notifications. The notifi 
cations to be issued under the Act are for the purposes of esta 
blishing Courts of Small Causes at any place in the State, appointing 
Judges and Additional Judges for Courts so established , directing 
that two judges of Courts of Small Causes or a Judge and an 
Additional Judge of a Court of Small Causes shall sit together for 
the trial of suits or applications cognizable by a Court of Small 
Causes , conferring upon the Registrar of a Small Cause Court the 
Jurisdiction of a Judge of a Court of Small Causes for the trial of 
suits of which the value does not exceed twenty rupees, directing 
that all suits of a civil nature of which the value does not exceed 
one thousand rupees shall be cognizable by Court of Small Causes 
mentioned in the notification and abolishing a Court of Small 
Causes. 

The notifications to be issued under the Act are of a routine 
nature and therefore it is not considered necessary to provide for 
the laying of such notifications before the Legislative Assembly . 
Therefore , it is proposed to provide for the laying of rules made 
under the Act only before the Legislative Assembly . The Bill 
is intended for this purpose.

further to amend the Kerala Civil Courts Act, 1957. 

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Kerala Civil Courts Act, 1957, for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirtieth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 


1 . Short title. - This Act may be called the Kerala Civil Courts 
(Amendment) Act , 1979 . 


2. Insertion of new section 20C . - In the Kerala Civil Courts Act, 
1957 ( 1 of 1957) , after section 20B , the following section shall be 
inserted , namely : 

“ 20C . Rules to be laid before the Legislative Assembly .-- Every 
rule made under this Act shall be laid , as soon as may be after it is 
made, before the Legislative Assembly while it is in session for a 
total period of fourteen days which may be comprised in one session 
or in two successive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session 
in which it is so laid or the session immediately following, the 
Legislative Assembly makes any modification in the rule or decides 
that the rule should not bemade, the rule shall thereafter have effect 
only in such modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be, 
so however that any such modification or annulment shall be without 
prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under that 


rule.” 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Committee on Subordinate Legislation of the Kerala Legis 
lative Assembly had recommended in its sixth and eighth reports 
that Government should take suitable steps to incorporate in all the 
Acts provision for the laying of rules and notifications issued there . 
under before the Legislative Assembly in cases where such provision 
does not already exist.

The Kerala Civil Courts Act, 1957, does not contain a provision 
for the laying of rules and notifications issued thereunder before the 
Legislative Assembly . The Act provides for the making of rules by 
the Government and the High Court. The Act also empowers the 
Government and the High Court to issue notifications. The noti 
fications to be issued under the Act are for the purpose of dividing 
the State into civil districts , altering the limits or number of such 
districts , fixing the nunber of Subordinate Judges to be appointed 
for a Subordinate Judge s Court or the number of Munsiffs to be 
appointed for a Munsiff s Court, directing that all or any class of 
proceedings arising in a specified local area in a district which would 
ordinarily be instituted in the District Court may be instituted before 
an Additicnal District Judge of that Court sitting in a place other 
than the place where the District Judge sits and investing any 
District or Subordinate Judge or Munsiff with the jurisdiction of 
a Judge of a Court of Small Causes . 

The notifications to be issued under the Act are of a routine 
nature and therefore, it is not considered necessary to provide for 
the laying of notifications issued under the Act before the Legislative 
Assembly. Therefore , it is proposed to provide for the laying of rules 
made under the Act only before the Legislative Assembly . The Bill 
is intended for this purpose .
